The amplifier section amplifies the voltage and current of the input signal from the CD etc. and sends the output to the 
speakers. In order to suppress the distortion occurring with this amplification, amplifiers with class A operation or class AB 
operation always have current fiowing through the circuits for currentamplification. This is called the idling circuit. Especially 
an amplifier with class A operation has a high idling current in comparison to an amplifier with class AB operation, which 
is used by many units.
